The 
President can interpret and construe them as he wishes, and try 
whatever degree of enforcement or non-enforcement he desires. 
But it is up to the Suprem e Court, first, to decide what the 
law s actually mean, and second, to see to it that the various 
branches of governm ent and other parties concerned are re-1 
quired to live up to that interpretation.

One statement of the piesem situation might Ire that the 
labor contracts were treated by the courts a s bring identical with 
all other general forms of coniine!, prim to the Wagner Act; that 
they were given a special status by dial law which makes enforce*

I lartley Act was to restore them to their original position of cuttl­ 
ing under the scope of what attorneys call “ contract law.”

If the principle of rule by law instead of rule by men is to 
govern the administration of the public affairs of the American 
people, these and other legal questions ought to have very care­ 
ful and impartial attention by the courts. 
Government in a democracy is intended to be for the whole 
public—— equal justice for all, 
as we say. lf it should be that 
organized factions, such a* certain labor unions, which are 
naturally eager to do the best they ran for themselves, have 
pushed so far, and been so favored by ambitious New Deal 
politicians, that they are infringing on the rights of the whole 
people, then the only proper approach is for the Supreme Court 
to say so candidly, courageously and in unmistakable language.
